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T hath been the Wiſdom of the Church 

of England, ever ſince the firſt compil- 

ing of her publick Liturgy, to keep the 
e 


an between the two Extremes, of 


two much Stiffneſs in refuſing, ard of too 
mach Eaſineſs in admitting, any Variation 
from it, For as, on the one Side, common 
Experience ſheweth, Hat where a Change 
hath been made of Things advifedly eſta. 
bliſhed (no evident Neceility fo requiring) 
fundry inconveniencies have thereupon en- 
ſued; and thoſe many times more and 
greater than the Eeils that were intended 
to be remedied by ſuch Change: fo, on the 
other Side, tlie particular Forms of Divine 
Worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies 
appointed to be uſed therein, being Things 
in their own Nature indifferent and alter- 
able, and fo acknowledged; it is but rea- 
ſonable, that upon weighty and important 
Conſiderations, a cording to the various 
Frxizency of Times and Occafions, fuch 


Changes and Alterations ſhould be made 


therein, a5 to thoſe that are in. Place of 
Authority ſhould, from Time to Time, ſeem 
either neceſſacy- or expedient. Accordingly 
we find, that in the Reigns of {everal Prin. 
ces of bleſſed Memory ſince the Reforma. 
tion, the Church, upon juſt and weighty 
Conſiderations her thereunto moving, hath 


 pietded to make ſuch Alterations in fome 


articulars, as in their reſpective Times 
were thought convenient: Yet fo, as that 
the main Body and Effentials of it (a: well 
in the chietęſt Materials, as in the Frame 
and Order thereof) have ſtill continued the 
fame unto this Day, ang do yet ſtand firm 
and unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain 
Attempts and impetuous Aflaults made 2- 

ainſt it by fuch Men as are given to 
Change, and have always diſcovered a great- 
er Regard to their own private Fincies and 
ö than to that Duty they owe to 

e Publick, s 

By what undue Means, and for what 
miſchie vous Purpoſes, the uſe ot the Liturgy 
(though enjoined by the Laws of the Land, 


and thoſe Laws never yet repealed) came, 


during the late unhappy Contufions, to 
ſcontinued, is too well known to the 
orld, and we are not willing here to te- 
But when, upon His Majeſty's 
it ſeemed probable, 
that amongſt other Things, the Uſe of the 
alſo would return of Couife (the 
aving never been legally aboliſhed) 


prevent it; thoſe Men, who under the late 
uſurped Powers, had made it a great Part 
of their Buſineſs to sender the People di- 
affected therennto, ſaw themſelves in Point 
of Reputation and Intereſt concerned (un- 
leſs they would tiecly acknowledge them- 
ſelves to have crred, which ſuch Men are 
very hardly brought to do) wich their ut- 
molt Fndeavours to hinder the Reſtitution 
thereaf, In order whereunto divers Pame 
phlets were publiſhed againit the Book of 
Common Prayer, the old Objections muſtere- 
ed up, with the Addition of fame new ones, 
more than formerly had been made, ta 
make the Number ſwell. In fine, grezz 
Impo:tunities were uſed to His Sacred Ma- 


jeſty, that the ſaid Bock might be reviſed, 


and ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions 
thereunto made, as ſhould be thought fe- 
quilite for the Eaſe of tender Conſciences 2 
W hereunto His Majeſty, out of His pions 
Inclination to give Satist:ttion (ſo far as 
could be reaſonably expected) to all His 
Subjetts, of what Perſuaſion ſoever, did 
gracioul] condeſcend. | ; 
In which Review we have endeavoured 
to obſerve the like Moder ation, as we fad 
io have been uſed in the like Caſe in for- 
mer Times. And theretwe, of the ſundry 
Alterations propoſed unto us, we have res 
jected all ſuch as were e'ther gt dangerous 
Conſequence, (as ſecretly ftriking ＋ 
eſtabliſnhed Doctrine, or laudable Practice, 
ot the Church of Elan, or indeed of the 
whole Catholick Church of Chrift,) or elſe 
of no Conſequence at all, but utter iy H 
volous and vain. But ſuch Alterations as. 
were tendered to us (by what Perſons, un- 
de: what Pretences, or to bai Purpoſe o- 
ever ſo tendered) as ſeemed to us in any 
Degree requiſite or expedient, we have 
will:ngly, and of our own Accord, aſltnted 
unto; not enforced ſo to do by auy Strength 
of Argument, convincing us of the Neceſ- 
fity of making rhe ſaid Alterations: for 


we are tully perfuaded' in gor judgment, 


(and we here brofeſꝭ it 16 the World,) that 
the Book as it ſtood before, eltabliſhed by 
Law, doth not contain in it any Thing con-

Our general Aim therefore in-this Under. 


faking was not to gratify this or that Par- 
ty in any their unreaſonable Demands ; 
but to do that which, to our beſt Under. 
fiar:d nys, we conceived might moſt tend to 


the Proferv ation of Peace and Unity in the 


Charck ; the procuring of Reverence, and 
exciting of Piety and Devotion in the pu- 
blick Worſhip of God: and the cutting off 
Occaſion from them that ſcek Occaſion of 
avil, or Quarrel againſt the Litu gy of the 
urch. And as to the ſeveral Variations 
from the former Book, whether by Altera- 
Gon, Addition, or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſifi.e 
fo give this general Account, That moſt of 
the Alterations were made, either firſt, for 
the better Di. ection of them that are to of. 
ficiate in any Part of Divine Service; which 
is chiefly done in the Calendars and Ru- 
brick: ; O, ſecondly, For the more proper

baptiſm, through the Licenionſneſ; of the 
late Times crept in amongit us, is now be- 
come neceflary, and may be always uſeful 
for the Baptizing of Native, in oor Pian.- 
tations, and others converted to the Faith, 
It any Man, who ſhall defire a more parti- 
cular Account of the ſeve al Alterations in 
any Part of the Liturgy, ſhall take the 
Pins to compare the preſent Beok with 
the former; we doubt not but the Reaſon 
of the Change may eaſily appear. 

And having thus endeavoured to difchar 
our Duties in this weighty Affair, as in th 
Sieht of God, and to approve our Sincerity 
therein (ſo far as lay in us) to the Corte 
ſcien. es of all Men; although we know it 
impefſivle (in ſuch Variety of Apprehen- 
fion', Rumours, and Intereſts, as are in the 
World) to pleaſe all; nor can expect that 
Men ot fa&tiovs, peeviſh and perverle Sol. 
rits, ſhould be ſatisfied with any Thing that 
can be done zn this Kind by any other than 
them ſelves: yet we have good Hope, thar 
what is here preſentcd, and hath been b 
the Convoczitions of both Provinces with 
great Diligence examined and approved.

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HERE was never any Thing b 

the Wit of Man fo wel! devifed, 

or {© ſure eſtabliſhed, which in 

Continuance of Time haih not 
been corrupted; as, among other Things, 
it may plainly appear, by the Common 
Prayers in the Church, commonly called 
Divme Service. The firſt Original and 
Ground whereof, if any Man would ſearch 
out by the ancient Fathers, he ſhall find. 
that the ſame was not ordained but of 4 
goed Purpoſe, and for a great Advancement 
of Godlinets. For they ſo ordered the 
Matter, that all tle whole Bible (or the 
greateſt Part thereof) ſhould be read over 
once every Year; intending thereby, that 
the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch as were 
Miniſters in the Congregation, ſhould (by 
often reading, and Meditation in God's 
Word) be ſtirred up to God!lmeſs them- 
ſelves, and de more able to exhort others 
by whole!omeDo&rine, and to confute them 
Wat were Adverſaries to the Truth; and 
r, that the People (by dail ar- 
Ing of boly Scripture read In the Church) 
might conrinually profit more and more in 
me Knowledge

decent Qrder of the ancjent Fathers hath 
been fo altered, broken and neglected. by 
plantin { 
with Multitude of Refponds, Verſes, vain 
Repetitions, Commemorations and Synod. 
als, that commonly when any Book of 
the Bible was begun, after three or four 
Chapters were read ont, all the reſt were 
unread. And in this Sort the Book of 
Haich was begun in Advent, and the Boo 
of Geneſis in Septuaye/ima; but they were 
only begun, and never read through: After 
lize Sort were other Books of holy Scrip- 
ture uſed. And, moreover, whereas St. Pau 
wonld have ſuch Language poken to the 
People in the Church as they might un- 
derftand, and have Profit by hearing the 
ſane; the Service in the Church of England 
theſe many Years hath been read in Latin 
to the People, which they underſtand nor; 
ſo that they have heard with their Ears 
only, and their Heart, Spirit and Mind, 
have not been edified thereby. And fore 
thermore, not withftanding that the ancieng 


in ancertain Stories and Legends, 
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Fathers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven 
tions, whereof every one was called a 
Nocturs ; now of late Time a tew of them 
have been daily ſaid, and the reſt utter! 
omitted, Moreover, the Number and Hard- 
neſs of the Rule, called the Pie, and the 
manifold Changings of the Sei vice, was the 
Cauſc, that to turn the Book only was o 
ard aid intricate a Matten that many 
Times there was more Bufinefs to fiad out 
Wil it thould be read, than to reed it when 
it Was ** out. e 
'hete 1nconveniencies therefore conſi- 
dered, here is fet forth ſuch an Order 
whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And 
for a Readia- s in this Matter here is drawn 
out a Calendar for that Pom pole, which is 
plai;. and ealy o be underſtond ; wherein 
— as mix be) the teading of holy 
; pence is fo ſet forth, that all Things 
mall be done in Ordes, without breaking 
one. Piece trom another. For this Cauſe be 
cut off Anthems, Reſponds, inviintaies, 
and ſuch Ike Ihngs as did creat the con- 
tinual Courſe of the reading of the Scrip- 
ture: | 
Yet, becauſe there is no Remedy but 
that of Nec eſlity there muſt be ſome Rule; 
therefore certain Rules arc here ſet fort): ; 
which, as they a:c few in Numbec, fo they 
are plain and eaſy to be unde: ſtood: 80 
that he:e you have an Order for Praver, 
and for the reading -of the. holy Scripture, 
mycd agreeable to the Mind and Purpoule 
of the old Fathers, and a great deal more 
protitable and commodious than that wiich 
of late was uſed, It is more profitable, be- 
cauſe here are left out miny I tings, where. 
ot ſome ace untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome 
vain and ſuperititious; and nothing ls or. 
gained to be z ead, but the very pure Word 
of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which 
3 to the ſame; and that in fech 
a Language and Order as is molt eaſy and 
laia for the Underſtanding botn of the 
eaders and Hearers. It is alſo more com- 
modious, both for the Shortneſs tbereot, 
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and for the plainneſs of the Order, and fur 
that the Rules be few and eaſy. 

And whereas here:ofore there hath been 
great Diverfity in ſaying and finging in 
Churches within this Realm ; forme follows 
ing Saliſbury Uſe, tome Hereford Uſe, and 
ſome tlie Uſe of Bayer, ſome ot Tort, forne 
ot Lincola ; now frum henceforth all the 
whole Realm iha!l have but one Oſe. 

And fora/ſmuch as nothing can be fo 
plaintv ſet forth, but Doubrs may artle in

theretore no Man ought to take in Hand, 
nor preſume to appoint or alter any publick 
or common Order in Chriſt's Church, ex- 
cept he be lawfully called and authorized 
therevnto. 

"And whereas in this our Time, the Minds 
of Men are ſo diverſe, that fome think it a 
great Matter of Conſcience to depart from 


4 Piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, 


they be fo addicted to their old Cuſtoms ; 
and again, on the other Side, ſome be fo 
new-fangled, that they wovld innovate all 
Things, and ſo defpiſe the old, that nothing 
tan Ike them but that is new: It was 
thought expedient, not ſo much to have 
Reſpect how to pleaſe 2nd ſatisfy either of 
theſe Pa ties, as how to pleaſe God, and 
profit them both. And yet leſt any Man 
ſhould de offended, whom gaod Reaſon 
might fati:fy, here be certain Cauſes ren- 
dered, why ſome of the accuſtomed Cere- 
monies be put away, and ſome retained 
and kept Nil). 

Some are put away, becauſe the great 
Exceſs and Mulijtude of them hath fo in- 
creaſed in theſe litter Days, that the Bur- 
gen of them was intolecable; whereot 
Saint Aupu/tire in his Time complained, 
that they were grown.to ſuch a Number, 
that the Eſtate of Chriſtian People was in 
worſe Cafe concerning that Matter than 
were the Fews : And he counſelled, that 
ſuch Yoke and Burden ſhould be taken 
away, as Time would ſe: ve quietly to do 
jt, But what would Saint Auguſtine have 
taid, if he had ſcen the Ceremonies of late 

N. uſcd amongſt us; whereunto the 


"Moaltitude uſed in his Lime was not ta be 
; Compared? This our exceflive Multitude of 
—Eexemonics was fn great, 
em fo dark, that they d:d more contound

Chriſt*s Goſpel is not a ceremonial Law, 
* mu h of Moſes Law was,) but it is a 
del gon to ferve God, not in Bondage of 
the F gu e or Shadow, but in the Freedom 
ef ths Spirit; being content only with 
thoſe Ceremonies which do ſerve to a de- 
cent Order, and godly Niſfcioline, and ſuch 
as be ayt to {tic up the dull Mind of Man 
to the Remembrance of his Duty to God, 
by ſome notable and ſpecial Signification, 
whereby he might be edified. Further- 
moe, the-moſt weighty Cauſe of the A- 


boliſhment of certain Ceremonies was, 
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That they were fa far abuſed, partly by 
the ſuperſtitious Blindneſs of the Rude and 
Urleained, and partly by the unfatiable 
Avarice of ſuch as. ſought more their own 
Lucre than the Glory of God, that the 
Abuſes could not well be taken away, the 
1 hing remaining (till, | 

But now as concerning thoſe Perſons, 
which peradventure will be offended, fer 
that ſome of the old Ceremonies are re- 
tained ſtil]: If they conſider, that without 
{ome Ceremonies it is not poſſible to keep 
any Order or quiet Diſcipline in the 
Church, they ſhall eaſily perceive juſt Cauſe 
to reform their Judgments. And if they 
think much that any of the old do remain, 
and would rather have all deviſed anew 3 
then ſuch Men granting ſome Ceremonies 
convenient to be had, ſurely where the old 
may be well u'ed, there they cannot rea- 
ſonably reprove the old only far theic Age, 
without bewraving of their own Folly, 
For in ſuch a Cafe they ought rather to 
have Reve:ence unto them for their Anti- 
quity, it they will declare themſelves to be 
more ſtudious of Unity and Concord than 
of lunoyations and New-tangleneſs, which 
(as much ag may be with true ſetting forth 
of Chriſt's Religion) is always to be eſchew- 
ed. Furthermore, ſach ſhall have no juſt 
Cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be 
offended : For as thoſe be taken away 
which were moſt abuſed, and did burden 
Mens Conſciences without any Cauſe ; fo 
the other that remain, are retained for a 
Diſcipline and Order, which (upon juſt 
Cavſes) may be altered and changed, and 
therefore are not to be eſteemed equal with 
God's Law. And moreover, they be na. 
ther dark nor dumb Ceremonies, but are 
fo ſet forth, that every Man may under- 
ſtand what they do mean, and to what Uſe 
they do ſe: ve; fo that it is not like that 
they in Time to come ſhould be abuſed as 
others have been: And in theſe our Doings 
we condemn no other Nations, nor pre- 
ſcribe any 1hing but to our own People 
only: For we think it convenient, that e- 
very Country ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies 
as they mall think belt to the ſeiting forth 
of God's Honour and Glory, and to the 
reducing, of the People to à molt perfect 
and godiy Living, without Error or Super- 
ſtitim ; and that they ſhould put away 
other Things, which from Time to Time 
they perceive to be. moſt abuſed, as 
Mens Ordinances it often chanceth 
verlcly in divers Countiics.

Let no man 
deceive you with, vain words: for 
becauſe of thete things cometh 
the wrath of God upon thechildren 
of diſobedience. Be not ye there- 
fore partakers with them ; for ye 
were ſometimes darkneſs, but now 
are ye light in the Lord: walk as 
children of light ; (For the fruit of 
the Spirit is in all goodneſs, and 
righteouſncſs, and truth,) provin 
what is acceptable unto the Lord. 


And have no fellowſhip with the 
unfruitful works of darkneſs, but 
rather reprove them: for it is a 
ſhame evento ſpeak of tlioſe things 
which are done of them in ſecret. 
But all things that are reproved 
are made manifeſt by the light: 
for whatſoever doth make mani- 
feſt is light. Wherefore he faith, 
Awake thou that ſlecpeſt, and a- 
rife from the dead, and Chriſt 
ſhall give thee light.

Eſus was caſting out a devil, and 

it was dumb. And it came to 
paſs, when the devil was gone out, 
the dumb ſpake; and the people 
wondered. But ſome of thera ſaid, 
He caſteth out devils through Becl- 
zebub, the chief of the «devils, 
And others, tempting him, fought 
of him a fign from heaven, But 
he, knowing their thoughts, ſaid 
untothem, Every kingdom divided 
againſt itſelf is brought to deſola- 
tion; and a houſe divided againſt 
a houſe falleth. If Satan alſo be 
divided againſt himſelf, how fh21l 
his kingdom ſtand ?

And if I by Beelzebub 
cait out devils, by whom do your 
ſons caſt them out? therefore ſhall 
they be your judges. But it 1 
with the finger of God caſt out 
devils, no doubt the kingdom of 
God 1s come upon you. When a 
ſtrong man armed keepeth his pa- 
lace, his-goods are in peace ; but 
when

when a ſtronger than he ſhall come 
upon him, and overcome him, he 
taketh from him all his armour 
wherein he truſted, and divideth 
his ſpoile, He that is not with me 
is againſt me: and he that ga- 
thereth not with me ſcattereth. 
When the unclean fpirit is gone 
out of a man, he walketh through 
dry places, ſeeking reſt ; and find- 
ing none, he ſaith, I will return 
unto my houſe whence I came 
out. And, when he cometh, 
findeth it ſwept and garniſhed,

Then goeth he and taketh to him 
ſeven other ſpirits more wicked 
than himſelf, and they enter in, 
and dwell there ; and the laſt ſtate 
of that man is worſe than the firſt 
And it came to paſs, as he ſpake 
theſæ things, a certain woman of 
the company lift up her voice, and 
{aid unto him, Bleſſed is the womb 
that bare thee, and the paps which 
thou hat ſucked. But he ſaid, 
Yea, rather bleſſed are they that 
hear the word of God, and keep 
it,

But he who was 
of the bond-woman was born af- 
ter the fleih ; but he of the free- 
woman was by promiſe. Which 
things are an allegory : for theſe 
are the two covenants; the one 
trom the mount Sinai, which gen- 
dereth to bondage, which is Agar. 
For this Agar is mount Sinai in 
Arabia, and anſwereth to Jeruſa- 
lem which now is, and is in bon- 
dage with her children. But je- 
rulalem which is above is free, 
which is the mother of us all. For 
t is written, Rejoice, thou barren 
that beareſt not; break forth and 
ry, thou that travaileſt not; for 


the deſolate hath many more chil- 
dren than ſhe which hath an huſ- 
band. Now we, brethren, as Iſaac 
was, are the children of promiſe. 
But as then, he that was born at- 
ter the fleſh perſecuted him. that 
was born after the Spirit; even ſo 
it is now, Nevertheleſs, what ſaith 
the ſcripture ? Caſt out the bond- 
woman and her ſon ; for the {on of 
the bond-woman ſhall not be heir 
with the fon of the free-woman. 
So then, brethren, we are not chil- 
dren of the bond-woman, but of 
the free. : 


The Gofpel. St John vi. 1. 

ESUS went over the ſea of Galt» 
lee, which is the ſea of Tiberi- 
as. And a great multitude follow- 
ed him, becauſe they ſaw his mt- 
racles which he did on them that 
were diſeaſed. And Jeſus went 
up into a mountain, and there he 
ſat with his diſciples. And the 
paſſover, a feaſt of the Jews, was 
nigh. When Jeſus then lift up his 

eyes, and faw a great compan 
coine unto him, he faith unto Phi- 
lip, Whence ſhall we buy bread 
that theſe may eat? (And this he 
ſaid to prove * ; for he himſelf 
knew what he would do.) Philip 
anſwered 


anſwered him, Two hundredpenny 
worth of bread is not ſufficient for 
them, that every one of them may 
take a little. One of his diſciples, 
Andrew, Simon Petersbrother, ſaith 
unto him, There is a lad here, 
which hath five barley loaves, and 
two ſmall fiſhes: but what are 
they among ſo many ? And Jeſus 
ſaid, Make the men fit down. Now 
there was much graſs in the place. 
So the men ſat down, in number 
about five thouſand. And Jeſus 
took the loaves, and, when he had 
given thanks, he diſtributed to the

diſciples, and the diſciples to them 
that were ſet down, and likewiſe 
of the fiſhes as much asthey would. 
When they were filled, he ſaid un- 
to his diſciples, Gather up the frag- 
ments that remain, that nothing be 
loft. Therefore they gathered them 
together, and filled twelve baſkets 
with the fragments of the five bar- 
ley loaves, which remained over 
and above unto them that had ent- 
en. Then thote men, when they 
had ſeen the miracle that Jefus did, 
faid, This is of a truth that Prophet 
that ſhould come into the world,

entered in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemp- 
tion for us. For if the blood of

in the likeneſs of men: and, being 
found in faſhion as a man, he 
humbled himſelf, and became obe- 
dient unto death, even the death 
of the croſs. Wherefore God alſo 
hath highly exalted him, and given 
hun a Name which 1s above every 
name; that at the name of Jeſus 
every knee ſhould bow, of things 
in heaven, and things in earth, 
and things under the earth ; and 
that every tongue ſhould confeſs 
that Jeſus Chrift is Lord, to the 
glory of God the Father.

\ Hen the morning was come, 
Vall the chief prieſts and el- 
ders of the people took counſel a- 
gainſt Jeſus to put him to death. 
And, when they had hound him, 
they led him away, and delivered 
him to Pontius Pilate the gover- 
nor. Then Judas who had betray- 
ed him, when he ſaw that he was 
condemned, repented himſelf, and 
brought again the thirty pieces of 
filver to the chief prieſts and elders, 
ſaying, I have ſinned, in that I 
have betrayed the innocent blood. 
And they ſaid, What is that tous? 
{ee thou to that. And he caſt down 
the pieces of ſilver in the temple, 
and departed, and went and hang- 
ed himſelf. And the chief prieſts 
took the ſilver pieces, and ſaid, It 
is not lawful for to put them into 
the treaſury, becauſe it 1s the price 
of blood. And they took counſel, 
and bonght with them the potters 
field to bury ſtrangers in. Where- 
fore that field was called, The field 
of blood, unto this day. (Then 
was fulfilled that which was ſpo- 
ken by Jeremy the prophet, ſay- 
ing, And they took the thirty pie- 
ces of ſilver, the price of him that 
was valued, whom they of the chil- 
dren of Ifrael did value, and gave 
them for the potters field, as the 
Lord appointed me.) And Jeſus 
ſtood before the governor; and the 

governor

governoraſkedhim, ſaying, Art thou 
the king of the Jews? And Jeſus 
ſaid unto him, thou ſayeſt. And 
when he was accuſed of the chief 
prieſts and elders, he antwered 
nothing, Then faith Pilate unto 
him, Heareſt thou not how many 
things they witneſs againſt thee ? 
And he anſwered him to never a 
word, infomuch that the governor 
marvelled greatly. Now at chat 
fealt the governor was wont to re- 
leaſe unto the people a pritoner, 
whom they would. And they had 
then a notable priſoner, called 
Barabbas. Therefore, when they 
were gathered together, Pilate 
ſaid unto them, Whom will ye 
that I releaſe unto you? Barabbas, 
or Jeſus, which is called Chriſt ? 
For he knew that for envy they 
had delivered him. When he was 
ſet down on the judgment-ſcat, his 
wife ſent unto him, ſaying, Have 
thou nothing to do with that juit 
man; for I have ſuffered 3 
things this day in a dream becauſe 
of him. But the chief prieſts and 
elders perſuaded the multitude, 
that they ſhould aſk Barabbas, and 
deſtroy Jeſus. The governor an- 
ſwered and ſaid unto them, Whe- 
ther of the twain will ye that 1 re- 
leaſe unto you? They ſaid, Barab- 
bas. Pilate ſaith unto them, What 
{hall I do then with Jeſus, which 
is called Chriſt? They all ſay unto 
him, Let him be crucified. And 
the governor faid, Why, what evil 
hath he done ? But they cried out 
the more, ſaying, Let him be cru- 
cified. When Pilate ſaw that he 
could prevail nothing, but that ra- 
ther a tumult was made, he took 
water, and waſhed his hands be- 
fore the multitude, ſaying, I am 
innocent of the blood of this juſt 
r ſee ye to it. Then an- 
wered all the people, and ſaid,

His blood be on us, and on our 


bim, they took the robe off from

children. Then releaſed he Ba- 
rabbas unto them: and when he 
had ſcourged Jefus, he delivered 
him to be crucified. Then the ſol- 
diers of the governor took Jeſus 
into the common-hall, and gather- 
ed unto him the whole band of 
ſoldiers. And they ſtripped him, 
and put on him a ſcarlet robe. 
And when they had platted a 
crown of thorns, they put it upon 
his head, and a reed in his right 
hand; and they bowed the knee 
before him, and mocked him, ſay- 
ing, Hail, king of the Jews. And 
they ſpit upon him, and took the 
reed, and imote him on the head. 
And aſter that they had mocked

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him, and put his own razment on 
him, and led him away to crucity 
him. And, as they came out, they 
found a man of Cyrene, Simon by 
name: him they compelled to bear 

his crols. And when they were 1 
come unto a place called Golgotha,

led with gall: and, when he had

upon my veſture did they caſt lots. Wtroc 
And ſitting downthey watched him of tl 
there; and ſet up over his head Mme:

THE JEWS. Then were there Whrir 
two thieves crucified with him: W wi 
one on the right hand, and ano- the « 
ther on the lett. And they that heart 
paſſed by reviled him, wagging Wd is 
their heads, and ſaying, 'Thou that Where 
deſtro eſt the temple, and buildeſt Wvonc 
it in three days, ſave thyſelf ; it pho 
thou be the Son of God, come Þroug

Monday before 


alſo the chief prieſts mocking him, 
with the ſcribes and elders, ſaid, 
He ſaved others, himſelf he can- 

not ſave : it he be the king of It- 

rael, let him now come down from 
the croſs, and we will believe him. 
He truſted in God; let him deliver 
him now if he will have him: for 
he ſaid, I am the ſon of God. The 
thieves alſo, which were crucihed 
with him, caſt the fame in his 
tecth.

"PHE law having a ſhadow of 
1 good things to come, and not

cauſe that the worſtippers once 
purged, ſhould. have had no more 
conicience of fins. -But in thoſe 
ſacrifices there is a remembrance 
again, made of fins every year. 
For it is not poſſible that the blood 
of. bulls and of goats ſhould take 
away fins z Wheretore, when he 
cometh into the world, he faith, 
Sacrifice and oftering thou would- 
eſt not, but a body haſt thou pre- 

ared me: In burnt-offerings and 
acrifices for fin thou haſt had no 
pleaſure: Then ſaid J, Lo, I come 
(in the volume of the book it is 
written of me) to do thy will, O 
God. Above, when he ſaid, Sacri- 
fice, and offering, and burnt-of- 


ferings, and offering for ſin, thou 


wouldeſt not, neither hadſt plea- 
ſure therein, Which are offered by

go, thou art not Ceſar's friend: 
whoſoever maketh himſelf a king, 


ſpeaketh againſt Cefar. When Pi- 


late therefore heard that ſaying, 


he brought Jeſus forth, and ſat 


down in the judgment-ſeat, in a 
lace that is called the Pavement, 
jut in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 
And it was the preparation of the

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But they cried 
him. Pilate ſaith unto 
them, Shall I crucify your king?

ſus, and led him away. And he, 
bearing his croſs, went forth into 
a place called The place of a ſcull, 
which is called in the Hebrew, 
Golgotha; where they crucified 
him, and two other with him, on 
either ſide one, and Jetus in the 
midſt. And Pilate wrote a title, 
and put it on the croſs. And the 
writing was, JESUS OF NA- 
ZLARETH THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. This title then 
read many of the Jews; for the 
place where Jeſus was crucified 


was nigh to the city: and it was 


written in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latiu. Then ſaid the chief 
prieſts of the Jews to Pilate, Write 
not, The king of the Jews 3 but 
that he ſaid, J am the king of the 
Jews... Pilate anfwered, What F 
have wr*tten, I have written. Then 
the ſoldiers, when they had cruci- 
fied Jeſus, took his garments, and 
made four parts, to every foldier a 


part, and alſo his coat; now, the 
coat was without feam, woven 


from the top throughout. They. 
{aid therefore among themſelves, 
Let us not rend it, but caſt lots 
for it, whoſe it thaitt.be; that the- 
Scripture might be fulfilled, whick. 
iaith, They parted my raimenf 
among them, and for my. veſture 
they did caſt lots. Theſe things 
therefore the ſoldiers did. Now * 
there ſtood by the croſs of Jefugy 
his mother, and his mothers fiſte 
Mary the wife of Cleopas, and 
Mary Magdalene. Whey Jeſus 
therefore faw his mother, and the 
diſciple ſtanding by whom he loved, 
he th unto his mother; Woman, 


behold' thy fon. Then faith he to- 


the diſciple, 'Behold thy mother. 
And from that hour that diſciple 
took her unto his on home, 
After this, Jeſus knowing that all- 


things were now accompliſhed; 
5 D 6. {that 
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that the Scripture might be fulfil- 
led, faith, I thirſt. Now there was 
fet a veſſel full of vinegar : and 
they filled a ſpunge with vinegar, 
and put it upon hyſſop, and put it 
to his mouth. en Jeſus there- 


fore had received the vinegar, he 


faid, It is finiſhed : and he bowed 
his head, and _ up the ghoſt. 
The Jews therefore, becauſe it was 
the. preparation, that the bodies 
ſhould not remain upon the croſs 
on the ſabbath-day, (for that ſab- 
bath-day was an high day,) be- 
fought Pilate that their legs might 
be broken, and that they might 


de taken away. Then came the

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ſoldiers, and brake the legs of the \ 
firſt, and of the 'other which was 2 
crucified with him. But when ther 
came to Jeſus, and law that he was 
dead already, they brake not his ; 


legs. But one of the ſoldiers with 4 


a ſpear pierced his fide, and forth- 
with came thereout blood and 
water. And he that ſaw it bare 
record, and his record is true: and 


he knoweth that he ſaith true, that 


ye might believe. For theſe things 
were done, that the Scripture 
ſhould be fulfilled, A bone of him 
ſhall not be broken.

Neither let 
us tempt Chriſt, as ſome of them 
alſo tempted, and were deſtroyed 
of ſerpents. Neither murmur ye, 
as ſome of them allo murmured, 
and were de:({troyed of the deftroy- 
er. Now all theſ things happened 
unto them for enſamples: and they 
are written for our admonition, 
upon whom the ends of the world 
are come, Wherefore let him that 
thinketh he ſtandeth take heed leſt 
he tall, hexe bath no temptation

taken you, but ſuch as is common 
to man: but God is faithful, Who 
will not ſuffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able; but wilt 
with the temptation alto make a 
way to eſcape, that ye may be able 
to bear it.

wiſely : for the children of this 
world are intheir generation wiſer 
than the children of light.

And the Lord 
ſaid, I am Jeſus whom thou perſe- 
cuteſt : it is hard for thee to kick 
againſt the pricks. And he, trem- 
bling and aſtoniſhed, ſaid, Lord, 
what wilt thou have me to do?! 
And the Lord ſaid unto him, A- 
rite, and go into the city, and it 
hall be told thee what thou muſt 
do. And the men which journey- 
ed with him ſtood ſpeechleſs, hear- 
ing a voice, but ſeeing no man. 
And Saul aroſe from the earth, 
and when his eyes were opened he 
ſaw no man; but they led him by 
the hand, and brought him into 
Damaſcus. And he was three days 
without fight, and neither did eat 
nor drink. And there was a cer- 
tain Qiſciple at Damaſcns, named 
Ananias, and to him ſaid the. Lord 
in a viſion, Ananias. And he ſaid,

But the Lord faid unto 
him, Go thy way: for he is a cho- 
ſen veſſel unto me, to bear my 
Name before the Gentiles, and 
kings, and the children of Ifrael. 
For I will ſhew him how great 
things he muſt{uffer for my names 
fake. And Ananias went his way, 
and entered into the houſe : and, 

utting his hands on him, faid, 
Brother Saul, the Lord (even Je- 
Tus that appeared unto thee in the 
way as thou caineſt) bath ſent 
me, that thou mighteſt receive thy 
ſight, and be filled with the Holy 
Ghoſt. And immediately there fell 
from his eyes as it had been ſcales; 
and he received fight forthwith, 
and aroſe, and was baptized.

VII. Of the Old Teſtament. 


HE Old Teſtament is not con- 
trary to the New; for both 
in the Old and New Teſtament 

everlaſting life is offered to Man- 
kind by Chriſt, who is the only 
Mediator between God and Man, 
being both God and Man. Where- 
fore they are not to be heard, which 
feign that the old Fathers did look 
only for tranſitory promiſes. Al- 
though the law given from God by 
Meſes, as touching Ceremonies 
and Rites, do not bind Chriſtian 
men, nor the Civil Precepts there»

( Riginal Sin ſtandeth not in the 
following of Adam, (as the 
Pelagians do vainly talk,) but it is 
the fault and corruption of the na- 
ture of every man, that naturall 
is engendered of the offspring of 
Adam, whereby man 1s very far 
gone from original Righteouſneſs, 
and is of his own Nature inclined 
to evil, fo that the fleſh luſteth al- 
way3 contrary to the ſpirit ; and 
therefore in every Perſon, born in- 
to this world, it deſerveth God's 
wrath and damnation. And this 
infection of nature doth 1emain, 
yea, in them that are Tepenera- 
ted, whereby the lult of the fleſh, 
called in Greek, phronema ſarkos, 
which ſome do expound the wif- 
dom, ſome ſenſuality, ſome the 
affetion, ſome the defire, of the 
Reſh, is not ſubject to the law of 
God. And although there is no ; 
condemnation for them that be- 
lieve and are baptized, yet the 
Apoſtle doth confeſs, that concu- 
piſcence and luft hath of itſelf the 
nature of fin. | 


X. Of Free Will. 
THE condition of man, after the 
fall of Adam, is ſuch, that hz 
cannot turn and prepare himſelf, 
by his own natural ftreng'h and 
"IO O good 
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good works, to faith, and calling 
upon God: whereiore we have 
no power to do good works plea- 
fant and acceptable to God, with- 
out the grace of God by Chriſt pre- 
venting us, that. we may have a 
good will, and working with us, 


when we have that good will. 


XI. Of the Juſtification of

TE are accounted righteous 
before God, only for the

XXXVII. Of the Civil

HE Kings Majeſty hath the 
chief Power in this Realm of

of ail ettates of this Realm, whe- 
ther they be Ecclcfaſtical or Civil, 
in all cauſes, doth appertain; and: 
is not, nor ought to be, ſubject to 
any foreign juriſdiction, 

Where we attribute to theKings- 
Majeſty the chief Government, by 
which Titles we underſtand the

BEING by God's Ordinance, according to Our juſt Title, Defender cf the-Faiih, and 
Supreme Governor of the Church, within theſe our Domin:ons, We hold it moſt ag ree- 
able to this Our Kingly Office, and Our own religious Zeal, to conſerve and maintain 
the Church committed to Our Charge, in the Unity of true Religion, and in the Bund 
of peace: and not to ſuffer unnecetlary Diſputatiuns, Altercations, or Queſtions to be 
raiſed, which may nouriſh Faction both in the Church and Commonwealth, We have 
therefore, upon mature Deliberation, and with the Advice ot ſo many of Our Bithops 
as might be conveniently called together, thought fir to make this Declaration fol- 
lowing : 


That the Articles of the Church of England [Which have been allowed and autho- 
rized heretofore, and which our Clergy generally have ſubſcribed unto] do contain the 
true Doctrine of the Church of England, agreeable to God's Word: which We do 
therefore ratify and confirm, requiring all Our loving Subjects to continue in the uni- 
form profeſſion thereof, and prohibiting the lealt difference from the faid Articles, 
which to that end We command to be new printed, and this Our Declaration to be 
publiſhed therewith : 


That We are ſupreme Governor of the Church of England; and that if any Diſſe- 
rence ariſe about the external policy, concerning Injunctions, Canons, and other Conjrie 
tutions whatſoever thereto belonging, the Clergy in their Convocation is to order and 
ſettle them, having firſt obtained Leave under Our Broad Seal ſo to do, and We ap- 
proving their ſaid Ordinances and Conſticutions ; providing that none be made contrary 
to the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Land; 


That out of Our Princely Care, that the Church-men may do the Work which is Wa 
proper unto them, the Biſhops and Clergy, from time to time in Convocation, upon their 
humble Delire, mall have licence under Our Broad Seal, to deliberate of, and to do all 
ſuch Things, as, being made plain by them, and afſented unto by Us, thall concern the 
ſettled continuance of the Doctrine and Diſcipline of the Church of Kugland now elta« 
blithed ; from which We will not endure any varying or departing in the leaſt Degree; 


That, for the preſent, though ſome Differences have been IN raiſed, yet We take 
comfort in this, that all Clergymen within our Realm have a ways moiſt willingly ſud 
{ſcribed to the Articles eſtablithed: which is an Argument to Us, that they all agree in 
the true, uſual, literal Meaning of the ſaid Articles, and that even in thoſe curious Wi 
Points, in which the preſent Differences lie, Men of all Sorts take the Articles of the 
Church of Enzland to be for them; which is an Argument again, that none of then 
intend any Deſertion of the Articles eſtabliſhed ; ' 


That thersfore in theſe both curious and unhappy Differences, which have for ſou 
many hundred Years, in dilferent Times and Phces, exerciſed the Church of Chri/#,M 
We will, that all further curious Search be laid afide, and 1heſe Diſputes ſhut up in 
God's Promiſes, as they be generally ſet forth to us in the Holy Scriptures, and the 
general Meaning of the Articles of the Church of Ergiand according to them; and tha 
no Man hereafter ſhall either print or preach, to draw the Article aſide any way, bur 
ſhall ſubmit to it in the plain and full Meaning thereof; and tha!l not put bis own 
Senſe or Comment to be the Meaning of the Article, but ſhall take ir in the literal and 
Sramunatical Senſe: 


That if any Public Reader in either of onr-Tſniverſfities, or any Head wr Maſter of { 
a College, or any other Perſun reſpectively in either of them, ſhall affix any new Sens 
to any Article, or ſhall publicly read, determine, or hold any Public Diſputation, or 
ſuffer any ſuch to be held either way, in either the Uniyerlities or Colleges reipective- 
ly; or if any Divine in the Univerſities ſhall preach or print any Thing either ways 
other than is already eſtabliſhed in Convocation with our Roya!

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8 HE uſual reaſon which Men aſſign for their 
F not coming ſo often to the holy Sacrament as 
they could do, is their fear of Eating and Drinking 
2 unworthily, and conſequently of incurring their own 
Damnation thereby. The defign then of this ſhort 
23 Diſcourſe is, to ſhew what that Sacramental Prepa- 
ration is which is abſolutely neceſſary to qualify Men 
for a worthy Participation of the Lord's Supper, 
that ſo Men may come without the leaſt fear of eat- 
ting and drinking Damnation to themſelves : For 
which purpoſe, I conceive no Rule, no Inſtruction, 
more ſafe, eaſy, and inſtructive, than that of our 
Church Catechiſm, which I have endeavoured to ex- 
plain, and accommodate for the Uſe and Benefit of 


the meaneſt Capacity. 


The concluding Part of this Diſcourſe contains 
Prayers and Meditations preparative to a Sacramental M 
Preparation; and though they be few in Number, yet 
I hope they fully anſwer all thoſe ſeveral Parts of a 
Communicant's Duty, according to that Rule and 
Standard which our Church has fixed for our Guide 
and Companion to the holy Altar. By the addition 
of thoſe Pſalms and proper Leſſons annexed to each 
particular Prayer and Meditation, the Communicant 
may enlarge his Devotions to what degree or length 

he pleaſeth ; through which method you have as 

much matter for actual Preparation in this little 

Book, as in any other Diſcourſe of this nature what-

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LL thoſe bleſſings which we 
now enjoy, and hope here- 
1 after to receive from Al- 
mighty God, are purchaſed for us, 
1 and muſt be obtained through the 
| {merits and interceſſion of the holy 
move who has inſtituted and or-

dained holy myſteries, as pledges 
Jof his love, and for a continual 
Zremembrance of his death and 
Zpaſſion, to our great and endleſs 
comfort, Luke XX'1. 19. 1 Cor. Xi.24. 
But then, we muſt remember, that 
© theſe benefits and bleſſings (which 
the Son of God has purchaſed for 
4 us) are no where promiſed but up- 
on condition that we ourſelves are 
© firſt duly qualified for them. The 
2 Sacrament of the Lord's Supper is 
a ſolemn ratification of our bap- 
tiſmal covenant, wherein God, for 
bis part, hath faithfully promiſed 
pardon and remiſſion of 2 to all 
true penitents; and we, for our 
parts, are therein ſolemnly bound 
to be faithful and obedient unto 
im, 2 Tim. ii. 19. Before then we 
can promiſe to ourſelves any bene- 
fit or advantage from the partici- 
© pation of this ſolemn rite and cove- 
uant between God and us, we muſt 
endeavour (what in us lies) to 
poſſeſs our fouls with all thoſe di- 
vine qualifications which this Sa- 
© crament of the Lord's Supper re- 
= quires, to render us worthy par- 
& takers thereof. 
And what thoſe are is the deſign 
Jof this Diſcourſe ; wherein I ſhall 
g endeavour to ſhew what that 8 
Paration of heart and mind is, which 
_ muſt diſpoſe us for a worthy par- 
ticipation of the bleſſed Sacrament. 
And herein I hope to remove all 


thole fears and ſcruples which 


ariſe in our mind about eating and 
drinking unworthily, and incur- 
ring our own damnation thereby, 
as groundleſs and unwarrantable : 
And to do this I ſhall take occa-

fion to explain that part of our 


CHURCH CATECHISM, deſigned- 


ly intended for our inſtruction, 
with relation to this duty of a ſa- 
cramental preparation, Vit. 
S. What is required of them 
who come to the Lord's Supper ? 
A. To examine themſelves aube- 
ther they repent them truly of their 
former fins : fledfaſitly purpefing to 
lead a new life, have a lively faith 
in God's mercy through Chriſt, with 
a thankful reniembrance of his death; 
and to be in Charity with all men. 
This is that Sacramental prepara» 
tion which our Church (in as few 
words-as is poſſible) hath provided 
for our Companion or Guide to 
the holy Altar. The duty then of 
a devout Communicant conſiſteth 
in thefe fix following particulars; 
1. Self- examination, to examime 
themſelves. 2. Repentance towards 
God, whether they repent them 
truly of their former fins. 3. Holy 
3 or reſolutions of a new 
ife, fedfaſtly purpeing to lead a 
neau life, 4. Faith in God's mere 
through Chriſt, to have a liue 
faith, &c. 5. A thankful remem- 
rance of his death. 6. And /aftly, 
Unfeigned love or charity for all 
mankind, and to be in charity with 
all men. 

The firſt part then of a Commu- 
nicant's duty is /elf examination * 
a dutynot _ enjoined by buman 
authority, but likewiſe commanded 
by St Paul. But let @ man examine 
himſelf, and ſo let him eat of that 

bread,

bread, and drink of that cup, 1 Cor. 
xi. 28. Intimating, that no man 
ſhould preſume ta eat of that bread, 
and- drink of that cup, without a 
previous preparation, if he meant 
to eſcape that ſame judgment or 
condemnation which theſe Corin- 
thians brought upon themſelves 
for their irreverent, finful, and 
Adiſorderiy behawiour at this Sacna- 
meat. And this was the occaſion 
or St. Paul's caution and reproof ; 
He that eateth and drinketh unavor- 
thily, (ſays the apoſtle,) cateth and 
drinketh damnation to himſelf Þ, not 
diſcerning the Lord's body, ver. 29. 
But chat our preparation may 
be ſo well performed by us as to 
prevent the like danger, let us, (as 
the wiſe man adviſcth) remember 
the end, and we ſhall never do amiſs, 
Ecdlef. vii. 36. Firft, then, that we 
may come to this heavenly feaſt 
holy, and adorned with the wveddi 
garment, Matth. XXIi. II. we mul 
fearch our hearts, and examine 
our conſciences, not only till we 
ſre our fins, but until we hate 
them; and inftead of thofe filthy 
rags of aur righteouſneſs, we muſt 
adorn our minds with pe and 
-. pious diſpoſitione, enen that clean 
linen, the righteauſneſs of the ſaints, 
Rev. XiX. 8. ith theſe orna- 
ments are holy fouls fitted for the 
= fociety. of that celeſtial company,

Heb. iv. 13. may approve of th: 
ſincerity of our repentance ; an 
the King, who comes in to viey 
the gueſls, Matth. xxil. 11. may 
(though ſtrictly ſpeaking we ar: 
not ſo) count us worthy of his fa 
vour and countenance. And hoy 
to obtain ſo great a bleſſing, the: 
following inſtructions will hcl 
and aſſiſt us. 

Tir, We are direct- 
ed to repent us truly of 
This is that 
preparation which Chriſt hiraſelf 
requires of us, Matth. iii. 2. 3. A 
duty, you know, which our finfu 
lives make always neceſſary for 
our conhderation, if ever we ex 
pect eternal happineſs hereafter, 
Luke xxiii. 2, 3. But more eſpe- 
cially the dignity of this Sacrament 
requires that it ſhould be enquired 
into with more than ordinary care 
and circumipection; becauſe with- 
out ſincere repentance. we cannot 
expect any benefit or advantage 
from thedeath and paſſion of Chrilt, 
which in this Sacrament we com- 
memorate, and have the merits ot 
it. conveyed to us by this ſacred 
memorial. Suppofing then that 
this is ſufſicient to convince you 
of the neceſſity and importance of 
this duty, that upon it depends our 
welcome or rejection to or from 
this heavenly feaſt unto which you 
are called, I proceed now, in by

Fir, We muſt labour to gain 
a ſenſe or fight of all our former 
lins and wickedneſs, This will 
readily preſent itſelf to us by com- 
paring our lives and actions by the 
rule or ſtandard of. 
Gods word,which we 
muſt make the mea- 
ſure of our examination . St Paul 
ſhews us, Rom. iii. 20. that by the 
law is the knowledge of n; and 
our own experience will convince 
us, that there is no way more like-

ly to diſcover our 18:quities, and 


to humble ourſelves for them, than 
a ſerious application of Gods word 
to our crooked paths: and this duty 
of ſelf examination is never more 
properly applied to than when we 


intend to receive the holy commu- 


mon. For unleſs we ſee their num- 
ber, and apprehend the heinouſneſs 
of our offences, and fear the ven- 
geance due unto us ior them, we 
are altogether unfit for the com- 

emoration of his death ev4o died 
for our fins, and roſe again for our 
ſuſtification, It is the ſenſe and 
light of ſin that muſt ſhew us the 
need-and neceſſity of a glorious 
Redeemer, and what obligations 


we are under to bleſs and praiſe

ſecond place, to inform you, That if God for our ſalvation by his Son 


Jesus CHrisT., Of. ſuch great 
ule and advantage is this duty of 
ſelfrexamination at all times, that 
Pythagoras, in thoſe golden verſes 
which go under his name, parti- 
cularly recommends the ſame to 
his ſcholars, Even night before 
they lept, be enjoins them to exaimne 
themſelwes auhat good tbeyibad done, 
and abherein they had tramſgreſſed. 
Run over theſe things, (ſaith he,) 
and if you have done evil, be trou- 
bled; if good, rejoice. This courſes 
if daily followed, as is ſuggeſted 
by Hierocles, his excellent com- 
mentator, perfects the divine image 
in thoſe that uſe it. Plutarch, 
Epictetua, Seneca, and the Emperor 
Marcus Antoninus, agree in recom- 
mending the ſame practice by their 
own examples; but efpecially holy 
David, I thought on my <yays,' and 
turned my feet tnt thy teſtimonies, 
Ptal. cxix. 59. And this method, 
no doubt, is an admirable means 
to aporove us in virtue, and the 
moſt eſfectual way to keep our 
conſcienees awake, and to make 
us ſtand in awe of ourſelves, and 
afraid to fin, when we know be= 
fore hand that we muſt give ſo 
ſevere an account to ourſeives of 
every action. And when we are 
employing our minds in this duty 
of /e/f-examination before the come 
munion, or at any other time, we 
mutt diſcharge it as impartially as 
it is poſhble for us, judging as 
ſeverely of our own actions as We 
would do of our greateſt and worſt 
enemy; or otherwiſe we ſhall bug 
fatter and deceive owfclves ina 
matter of the greateſt weight and 
importance, wiz. of knowing the 
ſtate and condition of our own

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Fouls: but if our enquiries are juſt 
and true, we ſhall then plainly 
diſcover wherein, and how often, 
we have gone aftray, and done 
amiſs. We ſhall, by the faithfu! 
diſcharge of this duty, bring to 
light all our ungodly, unju/lt, and 
uncharitable ations ; all our vn: 

and filthy ſpeeches ; all our avanton, 
proud, and covetous thoughts. Such 
a ſtrict and impartial examination 
will diſcover to us that accuried 
thing fn, Deut. vii. 26. hich has 
defiled our nature, made God our 
enemy, and will exclude us the 
kingdom of heaven, if not repert- 
ed of, 1 Cor. vi. 9. 10.; but by ſuch 
a ſevere ſcrutiny as this we ſhall 
ſoon perceive the number of our 
tranſgreſſions; what vile wretches 
and grievons offenders we are; 
how often we have broken our 
moſt ſ-rious vows and reſo'utions, 
eſpecially after the r-cviving the 
holy ſacrament, and in times of 
fickneſs and diſtreſs. Such a light, 
and ſuch a profpect of mifery as 
this ſhould excite in us a hear'y 
trouble and forrow for fin ; efoe- 
cially if we'caſt an eye upon the 
final iſſue and conſequences of it 


p with reſpect to the world to come. 


Upon' the "wngod!y (faith holy Da- 
vid ) God auill rain ſnares, fire and 
brim/tone, lorm and tempeſt 5 this 
Hall be their portion to drink, Pſal. 
Xi. 7. Great plagues remain for the 
ungodly, indignation and qurath, tri- 
bulation and anguiſh, upon every ſoul 
ef man that doeth evil, Rom. ii. 8, 9. 
The avicked /ball be turned into hell, 
and all the le that forget God, 
Pſal. ix. 17. "Theſe, 2 many 
other ſuch like texts of Scripture, 
may give us ſome idea or notion 
of the deplorable condition of the 
wicked in a future ſtate, and of 
God's hatred againſt ſin; and 1s 
not this then, without multiplying 
arguments, ſufficient to affect us 


very wicked, and have multiplied 


with great grief and ſorrow, when 
we conſider, that ſo long as we 
live in a vicious conrte, ſo long 
are we exnoled to all thoſe plagues 
and tormente which God hath in 
ſtore for wicked men, and will 
moſt certainly be their lot and 
portion, it not prevented bya time- 
ly repentance? 

Thc /econd part of a true re- 
pentance is Contrition, 
or a ſorrowful bervatl- 
inzofourown ſinkulneſs in bought, 
card, and d-ed. When we cull 
to mind the fans and les af our 
pat lives, and the dangers we are 
like to fall into, ſurcly we carn-t 
be otherwiſe affected than ſenſibly 
grieved with the thonghts and ap- 
rreiientions of our preſent and 
approaching miſery. The ſorrows 
of David, and the repentance of 
St. Peter, 2 San. xii. Luke xxii. 
ſhewed themſelves in floods of 
tears, and were too big to be con- 
fined within; but our hearts are 
generally fo hard and unrelenting, 
that we fin againſt God, and loſe 
our own {ouls without fo much as 
a fizh or tear. I know that the 
tempers of people are different; 
ſome can ſhed tears upon every 
ſlight occafion, and others cannot 
weep, tho“ their hearts are ready 
to break for grief: and theretore 
we are not to judge of the fince- 
rity of our own or. other people's 
repentance by ſuch figns and to- 

ken: ; nor are tears always ne- 
ceffary to repentance, though they 
very well become us: and the leaſt 
we can do when we have dose 
amiſs is to be ſorry for it, and 
condemn our folly, and to be 
full of indignation and diſpleaſure 
againſt ourſelves : I avill declare my 
iniquity, (ſaith holy David,) and 
be forry for my fin, Pſal. xxxvii. 
18. eſpecially if we have been

a ſincere repentance, and the 
mly condition of fihding mercy 
mth God. He that cowereth his 
nt ſhall not proſper ; but whoſe

hade mercy. Prov. xxviii. 13. Let 
the wicked man forſake his waysy 
and the unrighteous man ia thoughts, 
and tet him return unto the Lord, 
and he quill hawe mercy upon him, 
and to our God, and he quill abun» 
aantly pardon. Ia. Iv. 7. T tell yon, 
Nay 3 (faith Chriſt) but except ye 
repent, ye ſhall all likeaviſe periſh, 
Luke xiii. 3. Repent ye therefore, 
and be converted, that your fms mt 
be blotted out, Acts ii. 19. Thoſe 
ee parts of repentance 
efore mentioned are onſy prepas 
rative to this; that which muſt 
complete and finith the work of a 
new convert, is to become a new 
creature; to turn from our evil<vayss 
and to break off our fins by rigb- 
teou/neſs. This certainly muſt be 
the detire and intention of all com- 
municants, if they hope or expect 
any benefit or advantage from this 
folemn rite or covenant 5 for he 
that comes with a deſign or inten- 
tion of continuing in his former 
fins, comes ſomewhat like unto 
Judas, that came and received, 
and at the ſame time continued his 
re ſolution of betraying bis Maſter, 
That which makes a man abſo- 
Intely unfit to receive the holy 
Sacrament, is the living in the 
conſtant and habitual practice of 
any known fin, without the leaſt 
deſire or intention of repentance 
or amendment. Such a man's a 
proach to the holy table, no doubt, 
is to eat and drink his own damm 
tion, lince it is a plain mocking cr? 
God, and a great contempt, and 
abuſe of his divine authority. We 
muſt therefore (by the help and 
aſſiſtance of God's grace) reſolve 
to lead a new life, following the 
commandments of God, or otherwiſe 
our former examinations will ap» 
pear but ſlight and ſuperfiei al, our 
light and ſenile of fin trivial and 
indifferent, 


Indifferent, our forrow and contri- 
tion of fpirit forced and hypocri- 
| tical, and our confeſſions odious 
| and formal. Therefore examine 
| well the fincerity of your repen- 
| tance and reſolutions, that you 
neither deceive God nor your- 
ſelves; him you cannot, becauſe 
he is a ſearcher of the heart, and 
@ diſcerner of the thoughts, nor will 
he accept of any thing which is 
not hearty and unteigned. Not 
No abſolute that we are to ſuppoſe 
obedience that this Sacrament of

the holy communion, we come 
hither- for freſh fupplics of grace 
and goodne/s for tie ſtrengthening 
and refreſhing of our fouls in all ho- 
lines and virtue. As our natural 
bodies are fed and nouriſhed with 
thoſe elements of bread and wine, 
the ſame effect is wrought in the 

_ foul, in the inward man, by theſe 
baly myſteries, as in the outward 
man by bread and wine; bread 
being the ſtaff of life, and wine

Provoking him 
to plague us with divers diſeaſes, 
and jundry kinds of dearth?” Theſe 
are hard fayings, and ſome of 
them too hard to be underſtood: 
but, however, they are all avoided 
and eſcaped by coming worthily, 
i. e. by faith and reperitance. Theres 
fore let not theſe terrible expreſ- 
ſions trouble you, or detain you 
from the holy communion :; repent 
and believe, and you are ſafe and 
ſecure from falling into any of 
thoſe dangers which theſe ſen- 
tences may ſeem to threaten you 
with. So that the want of prepa- 
ration, as ſome men have alledged, 
and in the ſenſe they generally 
take it, can never be a ſufficient 
plea or pretence for their not 
coming to the holy communion ';

{ynagogues, and no queſtion fre- 
quented thoſe places at the uſual 
hours of prayer: becauſe thenhe 
had the faweit opportunity, from

know how to value the tame) that 
we can have in this world, and has 
always been accounted ſuch a- 
mong all wife and good men. It 
1; certain that the Turks, whom we 
call Infidels, go to their publick de- 
votions five times every day ; and 
ihall they not rife in judgment a- 
g unſt us Chriſtians, who cannot 
afford to go once or twice a day to 
God's houſc, when we have both 
leiſure and opportunity. H men 
* Jhall be judged for every idie auord, 
to be ſure they iÞall not paſs un- 
puniſhed for all their neglects and 
omiſſions of their duty of this na- 
ture. But to proceed: 
To this duty of frequent prayer, 
the communicant None dene 
ortionof time in read- 
ing and meditation, to 
raiſe his ſoul into a de- 
vout and heavenly temper, The 
roper office of reading is to gain 
iritual food and ſuſtenance, and 
of meditation to digeſt it.

Thus have I briefly repreſented 
to you both the nature and necet- 
ſity of a /acramental preparation, 
which, in a great meaſure, con- 
tains the whole duty of a Chrifti- 
an's life, viz.

Chri/t, ant charity towards our 
neighvorr and I alſo hope, who- 
ſocver among us will not endea- 
vour to prepare themſelves for the 


holy communion, accord.ng to the 
fore-mentioned directions, may, by 


the helpof God upon all occaficne, 
come to the Lord's table witho: t 
the leaſt fear or danger of eating and 
drinking damnation to themſ/clwes. 
And no's fome people may cen- 
ſure this diſcourſe, as giving too 
great I'berty and encouragement 
to approach the Lord's table with 
leſs preparation than otherwiſe 
men would venture to do: but! 
know no ground or reaſon tor any 
ſuch ſuggeſtion, if they impartia!- 
ly conſider the excellency and per- 
fection of that guide 
and companion I have 
followed throughout 
the whole: and to repreſent this 
duty of frequent communion c- 
therwiſe than what the church e- 
quires, is an injury both to God 
and to ourſelves. And I dare at- 
firm, that no partof divine worſhip 
has ſuffered more on this account, 
than that of the holy communion, 
thouſands of people not daring (in 
all their life-time, though very 
good livers) to partake of the 
Lord's Supper, for fear of eating 
and drinking their owndamnetion.
